•espected. i.s never admired or envied. Why this is so, few peo- 
)]e can say. But it is true that the gold medalists is only accl^m- 
îd with the most genuine enthusiasm if he has appeared to win 
ais laurels with only u.sual application.

EnglSLnd a.nd the U.S. President 
Hoosevclt wired the British l.îovcrn- 
nicnt secretly t'liat unless it gave away 
on a. certain point, war would be lit!- 
elaj-cd. Jt wa.s decided that neither the 
point in qiKstion nor the final issue 
vero worth fighting for, so they 
wired the ajnbaasador secretly to 
withdraw on the point. This l.<s an 
outstanding example of the value of 
serret diplomacy because if negotia- 
tions had been made public, war would 
cf-rtalnly have rosuUed. The only 
actua.1 use for open diplomacy Is in 
connection with tr*atles themselves. 
The publication of the negotiations 
leading up to the trea-tios would cause 
more war than was being setllecL 
There wai a great deal of flippancy in 
negotiation? before J 914. Tlicre was 
not enough attention paM to property 
or to people whose liven were at stake. 
There was an unnecessary amount of 
red tape, and then too often "If I 
cah'tSgct what I want t>y diplomacy, 
my nation will hack mo up with force."

The noble visions of -fhe war bad 
faded away. There naa a much 
grr.a.tor ilei'liiio In contidfiu-o in do. 
mocracy In .some countries than In 
others. Certain L'liropean states h.ad 
suddenly become full-fledged demo- 
eracies; democracy had triumphed in 
what WM.s alien soil rosultlnE; oiten in 
more misery than justice, and there 
was tho Increased burden o£ more 
debts. Tho contrast between the 
hopes of 191S and the realities of 1926 
W.18 Indeed' painful. 

In tt parlinmcntai-y government sta- 
bility depended on the ministry so- 
curing behind it a steady majority of 
the parly In power. In Great Britain. 
Canada, Aii9tra.lla and South Africa 
■"he choice had been offered between 
a ministry .supported by a minority 
or coalitions. The multiplication of 
political parties had resulted in lower 
efficiency at a time when a stron;:. 
efficient, popular government was 
moat necessary and this more than 
any cause . had been responsible for 
the general decline In democratic 
faith. 

"What other alternative could be of- 
fered? Bolshevism and Fascism were 
the only rivals of democracy and 
both were »peci!es of the same genus, 
the control of a country by a minor- 
ity, organized hy force. Fascism 
might continue to flourish where de- 
mocroacy h.ad been too suddenly art- 
Opted and where the population was 
ilUtorate; but in the Kngltsh-speaking 
eountrlea it was fairly safe to pro- 
phesy that the government in its 
present form would last for some lima. 

In Canada we had lo accept a par- 
liamentary goN-ernmcnt baaed on uni- 
versal suffrage. Democratic enthu- 
siasts fcad suggested such innova- 
tions as proportional representation, 
the introduction of the referendum 
and the rcforia of tho Upper Cham- 
ber. No great Improvement, however, 
would be derived from the a(lai)tioii 
of these according to the speaker. 

Lord Bryco had said, "I'olUlcal p.ir- 
tios have done more harm than good," 
yot without I hem we should have po- 
litical chaos. There was a clour ad- 
vantacu In the two-party system. For 
stability and efficiency almost .all 
memhors of the government should 
belong to one parly or the other. The 
ijuosflon was ratsMi, "Why should 
the elector have to volo for one ot 
(wii individuals when neither of thorn 
is fit (or power'f There was only 
one clear road lo follow, rough as It 
was, the elec4.or should not hold aloof 
from party politics but should feel It 
his 'l)iislnoss lo outer party associa
